No Actual News of Russo-Japanese War
Recelved By the Outside World, Only
Vague Rumors Being Published.

Discredited Report Sent Out That

London, March 2 —Hardly a word
from the seal of’ war, with the ex-
ception of the Rumwsian official dis-
patches, In published here this morn-
Ing. From Yinkow comes the uncon-
firmed report that 600 bands, armed
with modern rifles, attacked o Russian
pont to the west of Halcheng (Halch-
eng Is 32 miles northeast of New
Chwang), and that there was severe
fighting and both sides lost heavily.
This report s discredited at Yinkow,
but If true indlcates that serfous dan-
ger s confrenting Russin in these well
armed brigand bands.  According to
the Dally Mall's wecount of this af-
fulr, six Jupanese found among the
bandits were killed. This would tend
to show that the Japanese are organ-
izing bands.
